More  Light  Wanted 

W.  P.  Chambers. 

In  the  study  of  the  Sunday  School  les-  I 
sons  1 frequently  find  teachings  that  are  at 
variance  with  uiy  understanding  of  the 
Scripture.  1 do  not  mean  to  say  that  they 
are  necessarily  wrong  because  of  this  var- 
iance. But  1 want  additional  light  on 
some  points. 

For  iustanee,  in  the  lesson  for  August  18 
(“The  Ruler’s  Daughter”),  Dr.  leasing 
Burrows  in  the  Convention  Teacher,  uses 
this  language:  • “The  resurrection  body, 
howbeit  altered  and  perfected,  is  the  same 
body;  it  can  be  recognized.  Such  was  the 
ease  with  this  child,  with  the  widow’s  son, 
with  Lazarus  and  then  with  Jesus,  who  was 
gladly  recognized  as  the  same  one  who  had 
been  companion  and  friend.  Nor  is  there 
any  reason  to  suppose  that  it  will  be  differ- 
ent in  any  of  us.”  In  The  Baptist  Stand- 
ard of  August  15,  Pastor  F.  C.  McConnell 
more  fully  elaborates  the  same  idea.  He 
says:  “We  ought  to  take  this  as  a real 

resurrection  • • • If  the  resurrection 

of  those  whom  Jesus  raiscdia-liot  like  His 
own  resurrection,  and  not -Use  all  other  res- 
urrections, what  have  we  iu  demonstration 
of  the  resurrection!  Some  one  has  sug- 
gested that  thoae  whom  Christ  raised,  died 
again,  but  this  is  nowhere  stated.  The  Jews 
sought  to  kill  Lazarus  but  they  did  not  suc- 
ceed,” etc. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  the  body  of 
Jairus’  daughter  as  a reaurrected  body  iu 
the  Scriptural  sense  of  a resurrection.  There 
is  not  a hint  or  an  intimation  in  all  the 
Scriptures  that  the  bodies  of  those  whom 
Jesus  raised  from  the  dead  were  in  any  way 
different  from  the  bodies  that  had  died,  but 
were  still  subject  to,alf  human  limitations, 
and  liable  to  disease  and  death.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  resurrected  body  of  Jesus 
could  and  did  assume  different  forms,  pass 
through  closed  doors,  vanish  out  of  sight, 
and  yet  retain  His  nail-tom  hands  nml 
mangled  side. 

If  the  fact  that  the  Scriptures  are  silent 
respecting  the  subsequent  death  of  those 
whom  Christ,  or  Peter,  or  Paul,  or  Elijah, 
or  Elisha,  raised  from  the  dead,  be  held  as 
valid  proof  that  those  bodies  were  immortal, 
we  might,  by  the  same  process  of  reasoning 
contend  that  Pontius  Pilate  is  yet  alive. 

And  does  not  the  Apostle  mean  something 
when  he  says.  “But  now  hath  Christ  been 
raised  from  the  dead — the  first  fruita  of 
them  that  are  asleep!”  And  again:  “In 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive,  but  each  in 
his  own  order.  Christ  the  first  fruita,  then 
they  that  are  Christ’s  at  His  coming  I” 

If  even  Lazarus  preceded  his  Lord  in  the 
resurrection,  he,  and  not  the  Christ,  should 
be  named  as  the  first  fruita  of  them  that 
slept.

Victory  for  Prohibition— WnU  Your 
United  States  Senator. 

By  Arthur  J.  Barton 
l l.  u wait  ^wen  a great 

' tory  recently  when  the  committee  on  l hr  ju- 
diciary iu  the  Senate  of  the  United  State**  i 
instructed  Senator  Cummins  to  report  fa\  or- 
ably  the  Sheppard  Kenyon  bill,  with  slight 
amendments,  prohibiting  the  ‘aUMUt* 
shipment  of  liquor  into  dry  state#  or  dry 
territory,  when  the  shipment  is  intended  to 
lie  used  Mi  violation  of  the  law  of  the  State 
iu  which  delivery  is  to  be  made/  Ibis  is 
the  bill  agreed  upou  last  lltctunlwr  at  the 
inter-state  conference  in  Washington.  The 
writer  was  chairuiau  of  the  committee  that 
agreed  u|H>n  and  framed  the  bill.  1 be  es- 
sence of  the  bill  wa*  the  product  of  the  , 
brain  and  heart  of  Mr.  Fred  X.  (.  aldwell,  of 
Oklahoma  City,  who,  u|*on  luvitatiob.  spoke 
before  the  .recent  Southern 'Baptist  Course 
tion,  and  who  is  perhaps  the  best  informed 
lawyer  in  America  ou  this  subject. 

Some  of  our  prohibition  friends  have  fear- 
ed that  the  bill.  If  enacted  into  law,  might 
not  prove  effective.  That  they  are  mistak- 
i ii  i*  shown  by  the  attitude  of  nil  liquordom 
Never  before  have  the  liquor  forces  lieen  so 
aroused  in  opposition  to  a bill  They  an* 
stirred  to  the  depths.  Fortunately,  they 
have  to ‘fight  the  bill  at  great  odds,  because 
every  time  they  oppose  the  bill  they  have  to 
say  in  substance,  that  they  wish  to  violate 
the  law.  Of  course,  everybody  knows  that 
the  violation  of  the  law  is  thnir  “long  suit," 
hut  they  are  put  on  the  defensive  when  they 
have  to  come  out  in  the  o|ien  and  «ay  this 
Ijct  everyone  w ho  reads  thja  write  an  ear- 
nest personal  letter  to  each  of  the  Linted- 
Xtates  senators  fro  mhia  Stair,  urging  them 
to  do  all  they  can  to  secure  pmmpt  snd  fa- 
vorable action  by  the  Senate  and  to  give 
their  hearty  eup|H»rt  to  the  bill  when  it 
comes  up  m the  Senate  for  passage.  We 
cannot  be  too  prompt  or -too  |Hiailivs  in 
pressing  the  fight  now  Th*  writer  baa 
juat  add  r< -sard  a com  muni  eg  tion  to  every 
Democratic  senator,  and  to  a number  of  Re- 
publican senators  whom  he  happens  to 
know  |»ersonally  as  staunch  friends  of  pro- 
hibition. He  i*  now  receiving  Replies,  and

is  glad  to  say  that,  so  far,  without  excep 
tion,  every  senator  ha*  indicated  that  he  ia 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  passage  qf  the  bill.

heaven  let  us  learn  the  language,  and  the 
truth.  One  man  who  at  least  had  been  rich 
said  w*  brought  nothing  unto  this  world 
and  we  will  earry  nothing  out. 

But  who  owns  the  paper?  There  have 
been  several  people  who  in  the  language  of 
this  world  are  said  to  have  owned  it.  That 
is,  there  are  several  people  who  have  had 
faith  enough  or  were  foolhardy  enough,  ac- 
cording to  your  point  of  view,  to  get  under 
the  enterprise  with  their  money  and  stay 
as  long  as  the  money  lasted  or  friends  al- 
lowed and  kept  the  work  going  for  the 
hrot  her  hood  and  the  denominational  insti- 
tutions. Some  of  them  have  fed  their 
children’s  bread  and  education  to  keep  the 
denominational  mill  running.  Tile  deuomi- 
iiathtn  gets  the  full  benefit  of  the  religious 
paper,  lives  by  it,  feeds  upon  it.  flourishes 
on  it.  1 It  hasn’t  a moment  of  worry,  has 
never  paid  a cent  for  it,  nor  suffered  the 
loss  of  one  cent  by  it  But  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  have  come  to  it  in  mis- 
sion and  education  funds  by  the  mean%of 
the  paper. 

It  is  easier  to  kill  than  to  make  ajive.  It 
is  quite  possible  for  the  denomination  to 
kill  the  paper.  But  it  ought  to  engage  all 
our  energies  to  make  it  a,live,  and  we  ought 
to  recognize  our  responsibility  in  this  mat- 
ter. 

Sometimes  those  who  are  working  for  tin- 
paper  are  confronted  with  the  objection  that 
it  is  a private  enterprise.  It  is  a private 
enterprise  in  that  h,  few  brethren  and  sis- 
ters agreed  to  put  money  into  it  to  make  a 
paper  possible.  The  burden  and  expense 
and  losses  are  all  private ; that  is,  they  are 
borne  by  individual*!  Who  have  carried  it  and 
said  nothing  about  it  They  put  nearly  ten 
thousand  into  it  and  have  never  drawn  one 
cen^  out  of  it  in  dividends.  If  any  others 
have  helped  hv  a good  word  or  personal 
work  to  make  the  paper  go.  it  has  all  gone 
to  the  denominational  uplift  and  nothing  to 
the  stockholders  Don’t  he  afraid  you  will 
fatten  these  owners  of  the  paper  by  working 
for  It! 

A few  brethren  have  felt  that  the  denont- 
ination  ought  to  "own"  the  paper.  This  is 
a matter  that  ought  to  he  considered  care- 
fully and  thoroughly  and  the  present  own- 
ers are  willing  that  it  should  he  fully  dis- 
cussed and  are  anxious  for  the  denomination 
to  do  what  they  think  the  wise  thing.  We 
have  put  ourselves  and  all  that  we  eould 
command  into  the  paper  and  are  still  doing 
so  and  will  continue.  It  is  a lifetime  job.  1).  V. 
Business  is  good,  the  brethren  are  helpful, 
the  Lord  is  gracious,  the  future  is  brighter 
than  ever,  and  we  have  no  proposition  to 
nlake  for  sale  We  think  nobody  ought 
to  .go  off  half-eocked  on  this  subject.  This 
is  no  time  for  half-ri|a>  expression  of  opin- 
ion or  any  brothers’  getting  over-excited 
with  the  first  idea  that  peuetrates  their 
,eraniums  hut  it  is  u subject  for  sober, 
frank  and  open  discussion,  by  |>eople  who 
think  through  and  know  something  about 
what  they  are  talking  about.

WHAT  IS  TRUTH? 


in  a roiiuil  at  Ecru  during  the  coming  week. 


The  problem  of  the  union  of  all  Chris- 
tians is  a favorite  one  for  present -da v dis- 
cussion and  deserves  all  the  attention  it  re- 
ceives; really  deserves  more  sensible  and 
serious  treatment  than  it  usually  is  accord- 
ed. But  the  best  way  to  treat  an  ailment 
is  to  find  out  its  cause  and  so  not  only  «|>- 
plv  prevent  at  ives,  hut  discover  the  real  na- 
ture of  the  trouble.  Otherwise,  we  are 
hrating  the  air.  not  to  say  striking  in  the 
dark.  Nobody  approves  of  the  difference* 
among  Christians.  It  is  not  necessary  or 
right  in  itself  and  it. must  always  he  a hin- 
drance to  the  progress  of  Christian  work. 
But  if  it  is  to  he  corrected  we  must  go  hack 
to  causes  and  not  he  treating  symptoms  or 
effects.  . 

The  doctors  eould  never  do  anything 
much  with  yellow  fever  until  they  discov- 
ered the  cause  of  it.  The  treatment  of  it 
was  unsatisfactory,  and  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  it  was  impossible.  We  now  look 
hack  a-  few  years  upon  the  day  of  terror 
and  stampede  and  business  .stagnation  and 
shotgun  quarantine  and  awful  mortality  and 
helplessness  at  the  march  of  the  plague  as 
days  of  darkness,  simply  because  we  did 
not  know  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  means 
of  its  spreading. 

This  ignorance  was  the  cause  of  quackery 
in  treating  the  disease  and  humbugging  and 
'violence  in  preventing  it..  We  wore  sul- 
phur in  our  shoes,  burnt  tar  in  front  of  the 
doors  or  were  careful  not  to  swallow  at  a 
funeral,  i or  wore  asafetida,  or  took  cal- 
omel occasionally.  But  when  a marine  sur- 
geon in  Havanna  intelligently  studied  tin- 
disease  and  experimented  until  In-  found 
that  a certain  female  mosquito  was  spread- 
ing the  plague,  the  city  was  then  cleaned 
up,  Mrs.  Mosjpiito  was  put  out  of  business 
and  millions  of  people  breathed  easy  for  tin- 
first  summer  in  decades 

Now  it  we  would  s|*end  a*  much  time  stu- 
dying the  cause  of  the  differences  among 
< hristians  and  seeking  to  remove  that,  as 
we  spend  in  lamenting  them  and  practicing 
quack  remedies  on  them,  we  would  sooner 
conn-  to  ti  real  settlement  of  these  differ- 
ences and  attain  to  the  unity  of  the  faith. 
Did  you  ever  stop  to  ask  the  question. 
“What  makes  me  a Baptist  and  my  neigh- 
bor a Methodist,  and  another  a Presbyterian 
and  so  on  to  the  end  of  the  long  list.  Are 
there  as  many  gods  in  America  as  there  are 
denominations?  Has  He  one  Bible  for  me 
and  a different  one  for  my  neighbor  anil 
brother?  Is  the  truth  a unit,  one  and  the 
same  or  is  it  one  thing  today  and  another 
tomorrow?  Does  it  mean  one  thing  on  one 
side  of  the  street  and  something  else  on  the 
other  ’ |*  truth  eternal,  or  is  it  accidental 

and  variable?  Is  the  Bible  such  a book  that 
it  really  means  one  thing  to  you  and  another 
to  your  brother  in  Christ?  Is  it  such  a 
book  that  we  can  never  hope  to  know  what 
it  i*  ally  does  mean,  and  must  we  always  live 
in  ignorance  of  its  real  meaning?  .Has  God 
mocked  ns  with  a book  that  produces  eon- 
fusion  ami  make*  unity  forever  impossible? 
Shall  we  charge  it  against  God  and  the  book 
that  my  neighbor  anil  I can’t  agree  on  its 
meaning?  Did  God  mean  to  be  so?  Or 
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is  truth  variant  and  adaptable?  Is  what 
is  true  to  one  man  fab*  to  another?  Or  is 
there  no  such  thing  as  truth  ami  certainty* 
Is  it  simply  fiction,  a delusion,  an  ignis 
tat uus?  Must  the  stud  feed  on  variety? 
Are  God  and  the  universe,  and  man  and  life, 
and  eternity,  all  a dflkolving  myth?  All 
knowledge  and  life  are  built  up  on  the  be- 
lief of  ill  ’ reality  «of  thing*,  the  invariahl  •- 
ness  and  certainty  of  truth. 

WHY  CHRISTIANS  DIFFER 

_|  r -I  - ^ 

The  cure  cannot  be  far  from  the  cause 
What  makes  one  man  a Baptist,  another  a 
Methodist,  another  a Romanist?  An-  men 
so  made  that  what  is  truth  to  one  is  false 
hood  to  another?  Is  that  which  is  bread 
to  one  poison  to  the  other?  Does  that 
which  satisfies  one  nauseate  the  other?  Thi* 
can  only  he  the  ease  when  there  is  a dis- 
eased or  an  abnormal  system.  The  stom- 
ach i)r  some  other  organ  is  out  of  order  in 
one  Of  us.  God  didn't  make  us  so  that  we 
would  he  differently  affected  by  the  same 
medicine.  Suppose  that  calomel  affected 
every  man  differently;  scientific  progress 
would  he  impossible;  the  treatment  of  dis- 
ease unknown,  and  life  would  have  been  ex- 
tinct or  chaotic  long  since. 

If  two  a ml  two  made  four  to  one  mail  and 
five  to  another,  and  three  to  another,  we 
eould  have  jio  dealings  or  fellowship  with 
one  another.  But  if  truth  is  one  and  in- 
variable. then  and  then  only  is  then*  any 
hope  of-eertainty  of  progress  or  peace  or  un- 
ion. 1 We  had  as  well  settle  it  that  the  dif- 
ferences among  Christians  is  not  the  fault 
of  the*  constitution  of  things  not  because 
there  i*  no  final  and  certain  truth.  No.  it 
is  not  because  God  has  made,  it  so,  for  He  is 
not  jhe  author  of  confusion. 

Again,  we  would  hardly  dare  say  that  lie 
has  iot  made  it  clear  in  His  Word  what  the 
t rnOi  is.  If  He  has  given  us  His  revela 
tion,  it  would  not  be  worthy  of  Him  to  mock 
u*  with  a record  that  produced  confusion 
or  left  us  in  doubt.  To  give  a Imok  that 
men  eould  not  understand  or  that  no  two 
men  eould  agree  in  interpreting  would  be 
giving  a stone  for  bread.  Truth  is  as  real 
nnd  unchangeable  ns  God.  for  it  is  the  rev- 
elation of  God  and  that  is  precisely  what 
the  Bible  is  It  is  not  a matter  of  tempera- 
ment or  taste,  not  n question  of  climate  or 
convenience,  not  locality  or  environment 
There  are  several  things  that  hc  essential 
to  unity,  and  the  lack  of  them  has  caused 
divisions,  sometimes  bitterness— always  hin- 
drance* to  the  work 

* The  first  of  these  is  the  genuine  recog- 
nition of  the  lordship  of  Jesus.  This  does 
noti  mean  simply  to  call  Him  Lord,  or  a pro- 
fession of  allegicnce.  to  Him.  hut  it  must  be 
absolute  surrender  to  Him  that  goes  to  the 
heart  of  things  and"  reach  s to  the  circum- 
ference of  all  things.  Christian  union  must 
hi-  in  Christ.  This  is  where  it  starts  and 
it  can  begin  nowhere  else.  This  is  not  a 
superfluous  and  ahallow^ptatitude.  It  is 
the  first  essential.  A man  who  has  Christ 
enthroned  in  his  heart  has  the  beginning 
of  union  with  all  Christians  and  ought  to 
find  the  way  open  all  through.  But  this 
is  not  done  by  a partifl  or  make  believe 
acknowledgment  of  Him  as  Ix>rd.  It  means 
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the  complete  acceptance  of  t^tc  authority  of 
.l.-siis  in  all  matters  of  faith  nnd  practii*-. 
There  must  be  no  gainsaying  or  preference 
for  one  teaching  shove  another  «*r  excluding 
another.  There  must  he  no  matters  of  in- 
difference or  exclusion  of  such  as  arc  not 
agreeable  to  the  carnal  mind  or  don  t suit 
our  predclir t ions,  preference  or  training 
There  must  he  a willingness  to  accept  and 
obey  all  His  commands.  “He  must  be 
laird  of  all  or  Hv  will  not  be  la«rd  *t  all." 
This  must  he  genuine  and  complete  before 
we  go  very  far  in  union,  and  all  efforts  will 
be  successful  in  proportion  to  it — one  Iait-iI. 
one  Maker  one  faith. 

Again,  the  union  of  Christiana  is  called 
the  unity  of  th  > Spirit  The  interpretation 
of  the  truth  itself  nnd  it*  ^nll  acceptance 
are  only  possible  in  the  light  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  We  were  all  -baptized  land  that 
means  baptism)  into  one  Spiirit.  We  all 
have  ai a*  to  God  in  one  Spirit.  Spirit- 

ual things  an  spiritually  diseenu»l  and  can 
be  interpreted  only  to  spiritual  men  We 
worship  by  the  Spirit  of  God.  A real  tin 
iteratanding  of  God’s  truth  is  possible  only 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  The  quest  for  truth 
by  the  carnal  man  will  never  be  satisfied 
To  Niinlemna  and  Pilate  alike  (as  different 
as  they  were)  .I'huh  could  not  explain  the 
truth.

If  thine  eye  be 
single  thy  whole  body  shall  lie  full  of  light. 
If  there  is  really  one  lord,  there  will  be  mu- 
faith  that  will  express  itself  in  one  bap-

About  that  time  most  of  our  denomination 
al  and  secular  college*  as  well  as  common 
schools,  open. 

l’rohahly  few.  but  those  who  an-  or  have 
been,  teaehing  realize  what  a factor  the 
public  school  training  of  children  is  in  their 
religious  development.  To  the  end  that 
this  factor  may  b-  made  most  effective,  we 
suggest  that  on  this  Sunday  pastors  preach 
to  their  p-ople  about  sehools  and  their  own 
sehool.

Bro- 
ther L.  A.  Duncan  can  endorse  this 
insertion,  for  he  knew  and  loved 
thegi.  Mr.  Sexton  was  superinten- 
dent of  the  Sunday  School  and  made 
it  exceedingly  interesting.  There 
were  about  TOO  pupNs  and  t»n  en- 
, thusiustic  teachers.  Every  Sab- 
bath my  father,  sister  and  I went  to 
the  dear  old  church,  no  matter  what 
the  weather  might  be.

Mr.  Sexton  wag  a line  singer  and  had 
a well  organized  choir,  but  all  the 
children  joined  in  those  dear  old 
songs.  "I  Love  the  Sabbath  School" 
and  "Hark,  Ten  Thousand  Voices.” 

This  wafe  before  the  introduction 
of  organa,  but  our  leader  had  a tun- 
ing fork  which  always  gave  the  right 
tone.
